is also :n the grip of the plague, and 
many well known citizens of Troy and 
Piqua have succumbed to it. 
The fact that people are frightened 
sufficiently to be on their guard, and 
to take care o f them selves as soon 
as they begin to feel ill, is a fortunate 
thing for local people, the health o f­ 
ficer says. 
“The person who is

feet too long, ana the one who gets 
un his feet too soon,” said Dr Grube. 
“Go to bed as soon as you begin to 
feel ill, and call a doctor,” is good 
advice.
